Plants from cool regions 
or high altitudes usually start early, 
and those from warmer regions should 
not be’ planted until later, 

As the seeds begin to sprout it is 
Well to go over tho surface ofthe bed 
with a rake and break the crust for 
the purpose of assisting the young 
plantlet in getting through. 

Competition shoukd be eliminated by 
keeping the weeds down and by thin- 
ning ont.” Overcrowding means weak, 
spindly plants. Give plenty of room 
and sunlight if you want your plants 
to thrive. 


SUCCESS WITH SWEET PEAS. 


Plant Them in a Ditch—Let None Go 
to Seed. 

To hare the best success with this 
plant one must bear fi mind the fact 
that it {s a cool season crop. The pea 
produces its best crop before tho hot, 
dry weather of summer comes on. 

The secd should be sown in tho fall 
or early in the spring. It Is a good 
plan to sow the seed in the bottom of 
a trench four or fire inches deep, 
cover with one Inch of soil and gradu- 








ally fill in later as the plants get : 
large. The pen delights in a deep, . 


tich, retentive, though well drained 


soll. The first sowing may be made on . 


the south slope, followed by successive 
plantings. ‘he bloom period may be 
extended by making the last sowing on 
a north slope or in some location where 
the pea will receive partial shade. 
The pea requires an abundant sopply 
of water. If the season turns off dry 
the plants should be watered coplous- 
ly, using the seed trench as an Irriga- 
tion ditch. : 

As soon as the plants reach a beight 
of six inches a support or trellis of 
some kind should be provided. Proba- 
bly the most convenient material for 
this purpose is poultry netting. The 
netting can be bad in any desired 
width and can be stored throngh the 
winter and used from year to year. 

Never allow any seed pods to ma- 
ture. The more flowers you cut the 
more you will bare. 

There are numerous varieties of the 
swect pea and ample room for choice 
as to colors desired and also as to 
dwarf or tall fowering sorts. 


THE PANSY BED. 


It Should Be Shaded From the Noon- 
day Sun—Rich Soil Needed. 
The essential conditions for success 
with the pansy are a cool, half shaded 
place and a rich, friable soll. The 
pansy is a cool loving plant and does 
best where shaded from the noonday 

sun. 

If tho seed pods are kept cut away 
the plants may be carried through the 
summer and a good crop of flowers se- 
cured again In the fall 

To secure carly flowers the seed 
should be sown in a cold frame or 
‘window box in November, or they 
may be started in September and 
transplanted to the permanent bed in 
time to reroot before winter. At the 
approach of winter the bed should be 
mulched with straw or pine needics to 
protect the plgnts from heaving and 
thawing. . 

The pansy has been greatly Improv- 
ed in recent years, and some of the 
present market strains are very fine. 


ATTRACTIVE LILY BEDS. 


Flowers Planted In Shady Place Need 
Little Attention. 

No garden Is complete without a bed 
of Iilles of the valley. These fragrant 
flowers should be planted In a shady 
place and left there permanently. 
They need practically no attention and 
year after year appear on schedule 
time, Although their. flowering period 
lasts only about n week, the bed con- 














taining them-is- an attractive spot-of- 


green for many weeks during the 
spring and summer. If left to them- 
aclres they will spread rapidly, and a 


small bed will soon be a bed of gen- 


erous proportions, For outdoor plant- 
ing clumps of lilies of the valley are 
generally used, the pips being for In- 
door forcing principally. When plant- 
€4 out of doors, however,yhe pips will 
give good satisfaction, for each one 
contains a flower,

Painting “Smoke” on Meat. : 

A new and novel method of amoking' 
meat (with a paint brush) is in use 
in England—possibly in this country 
as well. “‘Smoke essence” and a brush 
do the trick in no time, and a beauti- 
fully smaked ham is the result. The 
essence is apparently put up in cans, 
lik any other paint, and consists of 

ixture of creosote, aniline dye and 
iron. Anything can be “‘amoked” with 
it—tish, ham, tongue, bacon—and it 
is said to be harmless, and the result- 
ing product indistinguishable from the 
real thing. Sophistication being the 
order of the day, all the consumer can 
ask is that he shan’t be poisoned.

FIGHTING WELSHMAN. 


Sir Samuel Evans Was a Famous 
Lawyer Before He Turned His At- 
tention to the Bench, But He Has 
Giver Up the: Profits of Pleading 
For the Greater Goon He Can Do 
as President of Probate Diviston. 


“Sam was the familiar name by 
which the new president of the Pro- 
bate and Divoreg Division of the High 
Court of Ju-tice in Britain was known 
{a legal and political circles until ho 
secured the somewhat unexpected 
honor of promotion to the very dis. 
tinguished judicial position he now 
adorns - 

Prominent alike for some time past 
in Parliament and in the courts, Sir 
Samuel Evans was marked out for al- 
most any legal advancement he mizht 
care to accept, but few of his inti. 
mates expected that he would elect 
to grapple with the difficulties of an 
onerous specialistic judicial post up- 
on which the public eye has recently 
been ao vigilantly turned.

SIR SAMUEL EVANS. 


Division of the High Court the most 
prominent portion of the work of 
which consists in dealing with matri- 
moninl] infelicities. This, however, in 
no wise appalled Sir Samuel Evans, 
a lawyer of large and varied practi- 
cality, and a man of mark, resource, 
and self-reliabil y. He succeeded as 
a solicitor; he made rapid progress 
at the Bar; he was a party politician 
of conspicuous cleverness; and as a 
Law Officer of the Crown he evinced 
immense industry and characteristic 
thoroughness.

man,” Sir Samuel Evans is a typical 
product of the principality. No’ more 
strenuous Welshinan, in his way, can 
be pointed out in our public life than 
he; noteven omitting the Right Hon. 
David Hovd-George, the Chancellor 
of the Exchenuer, from the purview, 

Born in 1599-at Skewen in Giamor- 
Ranshire, Sir Samuel is the son of a 
mining official of strong force of chur- 
acter, Mr. John Evans. Young Sam- 
ucl Thomas Evans, to give the ner 
judge his full baptismal names, was 
sent first) to Swansea Collegiate 
School, and there the future judge” exe 
hibited conspicuous pertinacity as a 
student. Later he was of the ear- 
liest to benetit by the foundation of 
ethe first University College in Wales, 
{ founded at. Aberystwyth? where he 
shone as exhibitioner and scholar. 
His educational course was completed 
at London University, 

Selecting for himself a legal career. 
he first qualified aa a solicttor, and 
set up in practice at Neath, achieving 
very considerable (suceess in) that 
branch of the law. Also he began 
to make considerable fame locally as 
a particularly forcible speaker on 
political questions on the Liberal 
side; so much so, that when the Right 
Hon. Christopher Talbot. “Father of

years, died, leaving a 

representation of Mid-Glamorgan in 
February, 1500, Mr. Samucl Thomas 
Evans was electet without a contest 
as member for that constituency, 
which he has ever since sat for with 
acceptability. 

In the beginning he was a very 
ardént reformer indeed, but since the 
days when he and the present Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer delighted to 
bait the Iate Right Hon. W. BE.

As to the merits of the great Orches- 
tra one approaches the subject with 
timidity. Comparisons. are odious 
and yet how can one reach conclu- 
sions unless heruses comparisons? 
The only other great orchestra that 
ever played here—in recent years, at 
pil events—was the Pittsburg Orches- 
tra, under Emil Paur. How does the 
Toronto Orchestra compare with the 
Pittsburg organization? There was 
not such a great difference, after all. 
In brilliancy of technique the strings 
last night were quite on a par with 
those who played under Paur. The 
other instrumentalists were not quite 
so gool as his men. But, taking 
everything into consideration, the only 
marked impression of difference which 
one carried away with him was this; 
One of the chief characteristics of the 
Pittsburg Orchestra was the impres- 
sion one received of suppressed energy 
and power never entirely let loose. It 
kept one tense, expectant, exalted. 
The Toronto Symphony Orchestra de- 
lighted one, made him marvel at the 
technique displayed, the glorious 
music was keenly enjoyed, every num- 
ber on the programme was rendered 
in a masterly way, but the indefinable 
sense of suppressed power somehow 
seemed to be lacking. 

The “William Tell” overture, fam- 
iliar to most amateurs, was an excel- 
lent choice for the opening number 
It was played in a way which let the 
audience see what a treat was in store 
for them. As to the Dvorak Sym- 
phony it is hard to-see how it could 
have been better rendered. The’ Or- 
chestra seemed to bé in full sympathy 
with the compoeer’s motif. The num- 
ber was full of weird effects and quaint 
little melodies which seemed to border 
on what is popularly known: as “‘rag- 
time.”"—It-showed-that-the hands-of a 
master can r&leem almost anything 
and make it sublime. In the Elgar 
march, the Berceuse, and the Edward 
German dances, the Orchestra ran the 
gamut of musical emotions.

tinguished’ career. 

It was only a little more than a 
year ago that the press of the entire 
world was printing columns regard- 
ing the tragic death of Miss Violet 
Gordon Charlesworth. It was report. 
ed that she had been thrown over a 
cliff on the coast of North Wales into 
a yearning sea. She was with her 
‘sister and a chauffeur ina swift mo- 
tor car when the accident was sup- 
posed to have happened:\ 

The sister and chauffeur returned 
to the local authorities and told in 
§reat detail of the accident. Miss 
Charlesworth’s car had crashed into 
a retaining wall along the edge of 
the cliff and the young woman had 
been hurled headlong into the sea. 
A woman’s hat and handbag were 
found at the spot where the accident 
was said to have taken place, “and 
the wreck of the automobile :was fur- 
ther evidence of the tragedy. 

Then there began to be doubts as 
to the young woman’s death, Those 
who examined th® scene could not see 
how it would have been possible for 
the accident to occur and it was 
thought strange that the body did not 
come ashore. Suspicion was further 
xroused when it became known that 
Miss Charlesworth had left unpaid 
debts amounting to. thousands of 
dollars. 

Gradually her picturesque career 
came to light. Her father was a re- 
spectable mechanic but in some way 
Miss Charlesworth obtained a sinall 
amount of money which she invested 
in clothing and jewelry. Then she 
bought 2n automobile on credit and 
with this appearance of wealth she 
succeeded in getting more credit, She 
took a house in Scotland and another 
in Wiltshire, in addition to the rood. 
sized house in North Wales’ in which 
the family lived. She speculated in 
stocks and had a large debit account 
on the books of several firms. 

While investigation was revealing 
these startling truths someone saw 
on a ferry’boat the young woman 
supposed to be at the bottom of the 
sea. 


If you look at-a map of Africa, with 
British territory marked in red, says 
John Foster Frazer, you will find on 
the west coast a splash of color now 
known as British Nigeria; three times 
the size of the British Isles, and cov- 
ering four hundred thousand square 
miles of country. Running up through 
Nigeria is the wonderful River Niger, 
the birthplace of which was for ages 
as mysterious as that of the Nile it- 
self. It is with some of the people 
who live along the banks of the river 
that I now propose to deal. They are 
among the latest of the King’s sub- 
jects, for it was only in 1900 that they 
came under direct imperial adminis- 
tration. : 

Near the coast the land is low lying 
and swainpy. But as the interior is 
reached there rise plateau after pla- 
teau, until at last high mountains are 

vered. Climate and environment 
play an important part in the charac 
teristics of a people. Accordingly, 
among the natives of the Niger Delta, 
living in the malaria soaked mangrove 
swamps, there is constant disease, and 
the negroes are addicted to every kind 
of foul custom and superstition. 
When, however, higher country is 
reached, where there are grassy plains 
and hills, studded with fine trees, a 
brave and warlike type of negroes is 
encountered, men who are altogether 
in a higher state of civilization. 

There is something terribly eerie 
about the dark forests which cling 
close to the slimy and foul odored 
banks of the Lower Niger. Along t 
innumerable creeks the heavily-leaved 
branches of the mangrove trees are 
so interlaced ‘that the light is com- 
pletely shut out. The malodorous air, 
which sucks all the vitality out of 
the white man, is steamy, and the 
squelching mud is full of appalling 
and vile-looking creatures. 

Alongside these black recesses live 
the negroes whom I have called the 
men of the mangrove swamps. Some- 
thing of the horribleness of their sur- 
roundings seems to have entered into 
their natures, for they take a fiendish 
delight in murder and torture and in 
practices of the most revolting char- 
acter, The impression on the mind of 
the traveler, when his canoe pushes 
up one of the network of creeks, and 
in the blackness of the forest, so 
strange and So weird after the flaming 
light outside, he * suddenly comes 
across ‘a village of wattled huts and 
low caste natives, completely naked, 
with tattooing or raised sears upon 
their black skins, is never eradicated 
as long as memory holds. 

Axfe is one long terror to thei. 
The¥ believe in ghosts which kill with 
spears, they believe that constantly 
on the steamy waters are traveling 
misty canoes, hurrying the living to 
the regions of the accursed; and they 
are sure of the existence of evil spirits 
which kill without a wound, or which 
mark their visit by daubing the huts 
with blood, smudging the faces of the 
sleepers with blood, and sometimes 
even filling. the cooking pots with 
blood. 

AWay in the most inaccessible cor- 
ners of the bush, so hidden that you 
can approach within a, few 
without knowledge that you are close 
to a settlement, live the Ibibios, who 
are among the lowest of the tribes of 
the Niger Delta. Their villages are 
-] Temoved from the ‘native roads, prob. 
ably to escape ‘the notice of slave 
traders, who used to be very active 
in these parts. By the roadsides may 
be seen spirit houses for the reception 
of the souls of men between death and 
reincarnation. 

Until the coming of the British—- 
and even now in remote districts 
these people indulged in cannibalism, 
They made human sacrifices. As the 
birth of twins was considered of evil 
@nen, the mother and her’ children 
were always slaughtered. Since Brit- 
ish rule has been exercised these atro- 
cities have been prohibited, and thas 
whenever disaster comes to the Ibi- 
bios they always ascribe it to their 
being prevenjed from making sacri- 
fices to appease the devils of the 
woods. 

The most. important race on the 
Lower Niger, and living further jn- 
land, are the Ibos. The people speak. 
ing the Ibo language number some 
, millions, though of course how many 
exactly it is impossible to say. They 
are not very big men.erarely taller 
than five and a half feet but they are 
well made and muscular, and the wo- 
men have skins so black and 80 
bright that they look like ebony. 
When young they are often rather 
handsome, but as they reach manhood 
er womanhood they become either 
very fat er very thin. The black 
man’s ideal beautiful girl is a very 
plump one, and accordingly before 
«marriage the bride is specially fatten- 
ed, so that her spouse may be all the 
better pleased with her. 

The Ibos ure great fishermen, and 
spetid much ef their time in that pur- 
suit, leaving most of the trade in the 
hands of the women. They ‘have 
towns, and these, as well as the vil. 
lages, are governed by chiefs, recog- 
nized by tha British Government,- 
each of whom has sworn allegiance to 
he local king. 

The king's palace is surrounded by 
mud walls. He is practically a priso- 
her, for only once a year is he allow: 
ed by the priests to go outside, and 
then only to perform a solemn dance 
before his subjects, ef 
The usual Ibo wa

The work of an equerry ‘varies yery 
considerably. Primarily, it consists 
in acting as a personal attendent‘on 
the sovereign; but, as a matter of 
fact, he has many other important 
duties to perform: x 

Frequently, he is commissioned to 
represent the King at various func- 
tions “dt which the ‘sovereign cannot 
be present in person; this is one of 
the most responsible duties of an 
equerry. Then he has: to interview 
many of the callers at Buckingham 
Palace, ascertain the character of the 
business’ they have come upon, and 
have them sent to the department 
with which it may be concerned. 

The routine’ work ‘of the royal 
household is looked after by three de- 
partments, under the control 















































































respec- 
tively of the Lord Chamberlain, the’ 


Lord Steward, and the Master of the 
Horse, i 

A caller may be uncertain to which 
of these departmenta he should fo, 
but an equerry can always put h 
right on this point at'once. Another 
duty of an equerry is to afford’ in- 
formation on points of court etiquette 
to guests of His Majesty. Court eti- 
quette in certain details changes from 
time to time,” and it is, of course, 
necessary that ol] the guests should 
be mide acquainted with any such 
~changes, 

For example, it might be His Ma- 
jesty’s wish that his gucsts should 
wear ordinary evening dress, instead 
of court dress, at dinner® On all such 
inatters the equerries must keep the 
guests of royalty well informed. 

When the King gives an audience 
fo a visitor on business, an equerry 
is always present during the inter. 
view. The visitor must not address 
himself to the King, except when an- 
swering questions put to him by His 
Majesty. If he wishes to ask the sov- 
ereign any questions, he must address 
the equerry. This rule, of course, does 
hot apply when His Majesty receives 
any Minister or membess of the diplo- 
matic corps. - 

The sovereign never pocs anywhere, 
whether to a public function or pri- 
vate reeeption, upattended by an 
equerry, and often by two or three, 
There are seven equerrics-in-ondin- 
ary altsched to the royal household; 
ol these, four are usually on duty at 
the sume time, twe being in personal 
Attendance on the sovereign, whilst 
two remain in the equerries’ room to 
sce visitors and callers. There are a 
large namber of extra equerries, who, 
though they are members of the 
household, are only called upon to 
be in attendance from time to time 
on special occasions— such as when 
#-royal visitor is staying at Bucking- 
ham Palace, or on the occasion of 
freat slate receptions and entertain. 
ments, The cquerties ire under the 
control of the Master of the Horss, 
who notifies each when he will. be re. 
quired to be in attendance. 

An equerry ugually serves an up- 
Pprenticeship as & page of honor for a 
few years, to familiarize himself with 
the atmosphere of the court, and with 
ali its varying’ customs and regula- 
tions, which it is necessary he should 
theroughly understand He must 
also, by the way, be able te sp

BONES OF ANCIENT LONDON. 


Relics of English Mammoths and 
Other Animals In Pageant. 


The great pageant of London is to 
be the central feature of the festival 
of empire to be held at the Crystal 
Palace this year, and of all its scenes 
the first: “The Dawn of History”’— 
will be one of the most remarkable 
The spectators will see Lonodon as it 
was long, long before the Roman first 
set foot in the land; they will see 
the ancient Britons near their mud 
huts; they will be carried back to the 
days when the mammoth and the 
rhinoceros wandered where the metro- 
polis roars to-day. 

Frank Lascalles, the master of the 
pageant, has sent us a few interesting 
notes on the discovery of prehistoric 
remains in and near London. It is 
impossible to say exacflt how long it 
is since the mammoth and the woolly 
thinoceros dwelt in the Valley of the 





Thames; but it is generally ‘agreed. 


that it must have been many thou- 
sands of years ago. Evidence in the 
siape of bones come to light occa- 
sionally. In the bed of the Lea the 
bones of both animals have been dis- 
covered, and it is interesting to note 
that a skull of the woolly rhinoceros, 
found quite recently during excava- 
lions for the parpose of installing new 
inachinery beneath the offices of The 
Daily Chronicle is now in the mu- 
seum at South Kensington. 

The mammoth, while resembling the 
modern elephants, differed from them 
in the possession of a coat of long, 
thick harr, and the woolly rhinoceros 
hada similar protection againat the 
rigors of the climate. “Both animals 
survived till a Inter time in Siberian 
than in Europe, and in the frozen soi} 
ef.the north practically entire bodies 
of the mammoth have been found. 

There were many other animals 
whose bodics were sometimes swept 
aways by) the Bood waters of the 
‘Tharaes and Lea, and whose: bones, 
separated by decay, were widely scat- 
term] and deposited in the gravels of 
the valleys. Among such animals may 
be mentioned the reindcér,; the brown 
bear and the grizaly bear, the bison 
the beaver, the wolf, and species of 
lion, hyena and hippopotamus, 

- More important n all these ani- 
mals was man himself, whose rude 
flint implements have been found in 
great numbers in the gravels from 





which the fossil bones have been tak-” 


en. This period of man's history i 
spoken of as the Old Stone (or Pa- 
laeolithic) Age, and it affords the ear- 
licst_ certain’ evidente that we have 
of his life and activities —Lendon 
Chronicle.

HAMILTON HAS TROUBLES 
WITH MANY STRIKERS 





(Intelligencer Speanl * 
| Hamilton, May 6.— Following the 


strike of the cotton mill operators 
which has tied up the plant of the 
Imperial Cotton Co., throwing 400 
people out of work, the tinsmiths of 
this city walked out this morning, 
when their demand for an increase 
from 30 to 35 cents an hour was re 
fused. 

This increases the army of strikers 
to the numbér, of 700, including “a 
‘hundred tailors and the moulders 

who have been out for over a year

Collingwood’s fama is great ana last

These “doctrines of demons,” are 
resented from various standpoints, 
ut they are alike in one respect;

These “doctrines of demons” assert 
the contrary, that man cannot die, 
but must live somewhere ‘to all etern- 
ity. Thus on the basis of man’s fears, 
this doctrine that God thrust immor- 
tality upon his creatures, the demons 
built up for us a theory so horrible 
as to be nauseating and terrifying to 
every sane and healthy mind. These 
“doctrines of demons” have been pro- 
mulgated far and near, and with var- 
ious colorings, but in essence 
are all’ the same.

They assure us, how- 
ever, tat the number who will re- 
ceive this extreme punishment is, 
small in comparison with the race as 
a whole. They tell us that the ma- 
jority: Catholics and Protestants, civi- 
i and heathen, are unfit for heav- 

at death, and‘ likewise not deserv- 
ing of eternal torture, and that thos 

great mass of ind, nine out 
of every ten, go at death to Purgatory, 
there to suffer for centuries or for 
thousands of years in expiation of 
ains, and for purification of their 
souls, that they may be eventually 
fit for Heaven and its blessings. Our 
hearts rebel at such a view of the 
“hereafter.” While giving our Catho- 
lic friends, and our own forefathers 
who were Catholics, credit for being 
as sincere as ourselves, we conclude 
that the light of our day, and the light 
of our intelligence, will not permit 
us to believe and rejoice in such a 
view of the “hereafter” as this. We 
say to ourselves, Surely the Great 
God has something nobler than this 
in reservation for his creatures. 

What shall we say of the “‘Here- 
after” from the standpoint of our 
Protestant creeds?

sire that the; should suffer an ctern- 
ity of torture. 

Thus, my. dear hearers, you with 
myself and others of the intelligent 
people of the world, find ourselves to- 
day in a most trying position. Our 
hearts have repudiated the doctrine 
of eternal torture as being un-Christ- 
like, unworthy even of a devil. We 
can believe neither in a Purgatory of 
centuries’ nor in eternal torture as &

disobedience in eating of the forbid- 
den fruit, nor as a penalty upon his 
children for not living perfect lives 
when they were “born in sin and 
shapen in iniquity” and “prone to sin 
as the sparks to fly upward.”

Under the awakening intelligence, 
thousands of noble men and women 
are leaving God's Book, and leaving 
all of the Churches to go alter Theos- 
ophy, Christian Science, and especial- 
ly after Evolution, with ita compan- 
jon teaching of Higher Critisism— 
that the Bible is thoroughly unreli- 
able. We are living now in a time of 
great falling away from the faith; few 
intelligent people any longer believe 
in the Bible.

He said 
the position of King of Greater Britain 
was the most unique in the whole ani- 
verse. He spoke at#some length of the 
magnitude of the Empire, composed a9 
it was’ of 100,000,000 subjects, of all 
tribes and colors, raised in so many 
different environments, and pointed out 
what a stupendous task it was to gor- 
ernruch an Empire and the vast amount 
of tact and diplomacy it required. He 
said when our late Queen, Victoria the 
Good, was called to her rest it was 
thought no monarch could take her 
place, but the cloak of Peace had fallen 
from her shoulders to the shoulders of 
her son, Edward the Great. As a man 
he was peace-loving, gallant and noble. 
During the recent Constitutional struggle 
he had showed his diplomatic skill and 
King-craft in keeping quiet. He was 
too big a man for party «<quabbles. He 
then touched upon the King’s last words 
“Well, it’s all over but I think I have 
done my daty.” If we could all die with 
thoe words on our lips;“he said, there 
would surely come the answer from 
above “Well Done, Good and: Faithful 
Servant.” He hoped in the next life 
our departed Sovereign would stand as 
well up as he did in the life he had 
just left, but that was a matter between

conclusion he hoped that the peace and 
prosperity which had characterized the 
reign of cur late King would be contin- 
ued in the reign of our new monarch, 
King George the Fifth.

In other 
words, there were two dangers of 
Sqoal importance—the breaking of the 
ship's plates and being driven ashore. 

The captain conceived a plan, but 
dwing to the rolling of the ship div 
aot consider its execution feasible. It 
was to make fast-two chains, one on 
each side of the stern, to a Mog on 
the outer edge of the rudder. Had the 
vessel remained on an even keel this 
tiog would hare been about four feet 
ander water. As she pitched some- 
times {t was high In the alr, sometimes 
far down below the surface. At the 
cudder’s rise a man could be lowered 
on to it In the hope that he might put 
the chains throu;h the ring, but before 
be could do so he would be buried 
many feet im the brine.

The 
desiccation of sliced sugar beets ts 
practiced in Germany on an ertensire 
scale, but the product ts employed ex- 
clusively as fodder for cattle. In Bel- 
gium a meal is made from dried beets. 


-It ts entirely free from the distinctive

flavor of the beet is sultabla for 
cakes, puddings and pastry. As it con- 
tains about 6 per cent of sugar, it 
can often be substituted with advran- 
tage for sugar in somewhat larger 
quantities.

The public were last evening -invit- 


‘{ ed to attend a lecture on'‘‘Taxation” 


in the City Hall, to be given by Mr. 
F. E. Coulter, secretary of the Single 
Tax Association and Direct — 
tion League of the province, assis 
by Cyrus B. Newton, « entertainer. 
The subject of taxation is, apparent- 
-ly, not a very popular one in this 
cRy, for the attendance was, to say 
the least, limited. However, in ‘the 
Council Chamber, the two gentlemen 
gave their talks, and Mr. Coulter ans- 
wered many questions. He also en- 
tered into a discussion of the whole 
quéstion of taxation, going especially 
into. detail of the conditions in Ont- 
ario and the history and necessity of 
she so-called Frifp’s Bill before the 
last Legislature, which grew out of a 
petition from 280 municipalities, in- 
cluding all the large cities of the pro- 
vince save one, asking that power 
be given them to put'a higher rate 
on land’ values than upon improve 
ments, and an equally important pro- 
vision to thus compel each munici- 
pality to go carefully into its assess- 
ment each year, and thus discover 
and end the irresponsible and arbi- 
trary assessments that now rule as 
the result of th s of assessors 
because there © adequate way to 
have them reviewed. 

Mr. Couker proved himself master 
of his’ subject, and he gave many in- 
stances where the taxation of land 
values alone in Canada was being 
carried out, always with great credit 
to the community and justice to all 
He also went exhaustively into the 
theory of taxation, showing how it 
would either breed idleness and spe 
culators, or industrious and agricul- 
tural workers, as it was applied on 
industry on the one hand, thus fin- 
ing men for being good citizens or 
upon land values alone, thus taking 
only that which society produces and 
liberating the individual compleely 
from grievous burden of -paying for 
another man’s misdeeds. He said: 
“The accepted theory of taxation is 
like modern theory of disease. We 
are told that God made the earth 
and found & good; the sea and 
found it good; the fishes and -birds 
and animals and found them good; 
¥e are told that God made man and 
found him very good, and rested the 
first Sunday. “And then science tells 
us (great is modern science and fool- 
ishness fs her prophet!) that on 
Monday He went Taving crazy and 
made a bug to destroy all He found 
So very good. So it is with taxes. We 
are tok] that we must be taxed be. 
cause we must be governed. We are 
told that those who need no Govern- 


ment must pay out of their industry | 7 


for the Government of the criminal 
and the bad. We are told that the 
public value in lands mu& not be 
touched, because some scoundrel 
three hundred years ago, «who didn't 
own it, gave a deed to another scoun- 
drel, who then thought he did. Go to!

Mr. Pope joined me the last of Aug- 
ust, and we worked our way back to 
where I had seen the goats. this being 
the game we had come to hunt. 

When near the point where we in- 
tended to leave our horses I looked 
up to our right and on top of the 
ridge above the timber line saw a 
large grizzly ranning for all he was 
worth. : 

I called Pope's attention to hin. 
and as herwas entirely out of ranze. 
being some 800 yards away, and as 
we supposed from his rapid flight 
that he had seen us we sat quietly 
on the horses and looked at him. The 
horses, too, saw the bear, and they 
also watched him. 

For 200 yards or so he continued his 
flight, and then, to our amazement, he 
turned down the ridge and camo 
ftraight toward us on the jump. This 
was auother red & We both dismount- 
ed. I heic the horses by their heads 
so they could not make any disturb- 
ance, and Pope stepped a few feet 
ahead and dropped on one knee, ready 
for a shot in case the bear came near 
enough. 

The bear came on downhill at the 

‘same mad gait unti' he had covered 
half the distance and was not over 
400 yards above us, when he dashed 
ito a little thicket of tie bushes and 
disappeared. 
We discussed our chances of crawl- 
ing.up to him. We saw the bushes 
away; out jumped the grizzly, and 
down he came st:zight-toward us. It 
seemed as if he must surely have seen 
us. and he actually came up within 
136 yards of us, when he turned to the 
left, stopped and commenced digging 
out a ground squirrel. 

This was our chance. The bear was 
standing broadside on, and Pope fired.

The Late R. L Warham 


The Minneapolis Journal of May 8 
3 the following reference to the 
death of Mr. R. L. Warham, whose 
demise was noted in these columns: 


Richard Lee Warham, father of Dr 
Thomas Warham, physician for Hen- 
nepin county, died at 2 a.m. yester- 
day, at his home, 3525 Nicollet ave- 
bue. : 

Mr. Warham had been a resident of 
Minneapolis since 1886, when he re- 
moved: from Belleville, Ont. Since its 
organization he had been financial 
secretary for the painters’ and decor- 
ators’ local union. He was also a 
charter member. So faithful was his 

‘icg to the union that he was 
Knoytn' to the members familiarly as 
“*FYonest Dick.” 

In 1890 Mr. Warham, who was a 
veteran of the Civil war, was ap- 
poitted aide on the staff of Comman- 
der-in-Chief Shaw of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, with the rank of 
colonel.” He ‘had served in the same 
company with the commander. He 
was a member of George N. Morgan 
post, No. 4, and had often refused 
the position of post-commander. He 
as also a member of the 1.0.0.F. at 
Belleville, 

Mr. Warham was born Nov. 29th 
1842, at Quebec, PQ. In boyhood he 
moved to Kingston, Ont... where he 
learned the painter's trade. Removing 
to Watertown, N.Y., he became a cit- 
izen and ca his first vote for Abra: 
ham Lincoln for President. In 1861 
he enlisted with the Thirty-fifth New 
York Volunteers for three months. He 
re-enlisted and served for three years 
participating in the battles of Antic- 
tam, South Mountain, Chancellors- 
ville, Fredericksburg, first and second 
Bull Run, Cold Harbor—and others 
He escaped without a wound, and 
was mustered out at Elmira, N. Y. 
In 1865 he married Agnes Tweed, of 
Kingston, and in 1874 moved to Belle- 
ville and engaged in business. He 
was a Presbyterian in religion and an 
independent in politics. He leaves 
beside his wife four children, all liv- 
ing in Minneapolis—Dr. Thomas T. 
Warham, Harry F. Warham, Mrs 
Maud Hale and Mrs. Jennie Cornish

It was not content with buying 

public supplies, much of which was 
not needed, from favored middlemen 
m. exorbitant prices, from 50 per 
cent.to 100 per cent. above the rates 
of the regular dealers, but . from 
these*favored middlemen it bought 
and paid for goods which these mid- 
dlemen did not possess, and thus pro- 
vided them with the funds to go into 
the market and buy the goods at a 
low rate which they should subse- 
quently hand over to the Government 
at the previously arranged high rates 

Thus she Government not only 
bought, from favored middlemen at 
graft prices, but even supplied then 
with the cash to carry on the robber 
traffic. 

This is only one of the ways in 
which the Government has been fin- 
ancing adventurers at the expense of 
the publi¢ treasury and the people of 
Canada. 

All the dealings of the Governmént 
with the Ross Rifle Company were 
conducted on much the same basis 
by buying and paying for batches of

After that collapse the company 
promptly held a meeting and voted 
an increase in the president's salary! 

Then the Laurier Government in 
due course took up the burden ac- 
cording to its agreement, bought out 
the stock of the shareholders at a 
premium, allowed them interest- from 
the date of the inception, and shoul- 
dered all the millions of loss, or rath- 
er placed those millions of loss on the 
shoulders of the country. 

By the collapse of the Quebec 
bridge the country loses $7,000,000 
but he Quebec Bridge Company act- 
ually made money; such is the con- 
trast between the manner in which 
the Laurier Government treats the 
country and treats its grafier favor- 
ites.

REMEMBERS THE COM-T. 


Toronto Woman Teils ef Fear It Oc- 
casioned In (835-36. 

Among the most interesting reminis- 
cences of the last appearaice of Mul. 
icy’s cumet recalled by its present ap- 
pearance is that of Mrs. Susana Reid 
of Toronto, who is well-known 
throughout the Ottawa diztrict and in 
Glengarry on account of her very 
large family connection. The old Jady 
has still living eleven children, thisty- 
three grandchildren and thifteen great- 
grandchildren. She was born in Lan- 
caster township, Glengarry, in Muy 
1825. Her father was Lachlan Mc- 
Bain, who came with his family from 
Inverness, Scotland, in 1802, an: rery 
ed as a militiaman during the war of 
1412, and again durivg the rebellion 

of 1837 and 1838. Mrs. Reid was liv- 
ing with her parents on tho Rideau 
Canal near Ottawa at the tine of the 
appearance of Haley's comet in 13 
and 1636. The phenomenon caused 
great excitement, for the people were 
not so well educated then, and there 
were no newspapers to explain awuy 
their fears. They coud sce that the 
comet was no usual acrial visitor, they 
noticed that it seemed to gradually 
approach the earth, and the timid 
{eared it foreboded the end of the 
world. A great many people who had 
led bad and careless lives became 
good, and attended church regularly. 
Parents were wont to keep their chil- 
dren in subjection by the threat, “the 
comet will get you if you are not 

-” At the first appearance of the 
coinet the children and many nervous 
women were afraid to look out of the 
window, but with lime much of the 
nervousness wore out. Still there way 
always something awe-inspiring about 
the celestial visitor, and gencral relief 
was felt when it disappeared. 

According, to Mra. Reid, the year 
1836, after the disappearance of the 
comet, was remarkable for the nuniies 
of meteors or falling stars. So plenti- 
fal were these that,people were alraid 
to go out at nights for fear of being 
struck by them, but she never heard 
ef ‘such a .mishap occurring. The

A Weill-Known Entertainer. 


The reports in the Montreal ‘papers 
a few days ago of the death of Mr. 
George R. Prowse will recall to the 
minds of many thousands of Cana- 
dians whose recollections go back as 
far as thirty years or so, the fact that 
in the late seventics and early eigh- 
ties, Mr. Prowse held a very conspic- 
uous place in Canada as an entertain. 
er. His medium of contributing to the 
amusement and edification of Cana 
dians was a powerful and elaborately 
equipped magic lantern, which was 
such a satisfactory apparatus that it 
wes constantly in requisition. Mr. 
Prowse purchased his first lantern as 
an rat to his Sunday School and 
Band of Hope work at St. George's 
Church, but he found the operation cf 
the machine so interesting ‘and use. 
ful that he kept on acquiring improve- 
ments until he had the best limelight 
lantern that money could buy. Then 
he and his apparatus were in con- 
stant demand by scientific institu.

Other Famous Comets 
: ie ’ 
Besides Halley’s 

Halley's is neither the biggest nor the 
brightes: comet that ever sent a super- 
stitious past into paroxysnis of terror. 
Tn ancient as well as in modern t'mes 
comets ‘have appeared which far out- 
shone it in splendor and which far sur- 
passed it in size. 

By all odds; it seems to be fairly well 
agreed among astronomers that Donati’s 
comet of 1854 wax the most remarkable 
on record. The memory of its brilhancy 
and its size still lingers with many who 
saw it in their younger days: Its orbit 
was found to bea large eclipse and ifs 
Period of revolution, 2010 years, There 
is some evidence that it might have 
been identical with a great come: ic- 
corded .by Seneca as havng appeared in 
B.C. 46. At one time the nucleus wax 
$600 miles in diameter and the entire 
head 250,000 miles in diameter. The great 
est length attained by the tail was 51,- 
000,000 miles. Seren successive enrelop- 
Opes were seen to rise from the comet one 
after another; each moving upward yt 
the general rate of something like 3% 
miles an-hour. At one time it had three 
tails. It was computed that the volume 
of the comet was about 500 times that 
of the sun. Yet the actual quantity of 
matter which it contained was only a 
fraction of the earth’s mass, 

Famous too, is the eotiet of 1611, which 
Napoleon thought was a sign of the suc. 
cess which awatied the Russian invasion, 
Altogether it seems to have been almo-t 
equal to Donati’s comet in brightne-- 
and cettainly excecded it in size; for 
is head was 1,250,000 miles in dinmet- 
er and its tail 160,000,000 miles long, Like 
Donati’s comet it was found to revolve 
in a huge ecliptical orbit which will 
cause it to gleam again in our skies 
in the year 4876, if it be still in exiat- 
ence. The year 1811 was that of the 
celebrated port wine vintage in Por- 
tugal, and “comet wine” figured for = 
long period of years in the price Ls: 
of wine merchants, in the cellar book« 
of many private houses, and in the ad- 
vertitsements of austion sales. 

The comet of 1744 was remarkabls 
for its six tails, spread out over the 
ky like a wonderful luminous fan. For 
a long time the single contemporancous 
drawing in which those wonderful- tail« 
were depicted was looked upon with ‘n- 
credulity by astronomers. All. distrus: 
has since been removed by ample con- 
firmatory testrmony. It was visible 
throughout a period of 17 months. 

Few comets excited greater sensation 
by their sudden appearance above the 
horizon than the great come: of 1561. 

The earth passed through the tail of 
this come. perhapx about two-thirds of 
its length from the nucleus, while the 
head was distant 13,000,000 miles, A 
similar pasoge through the tail of a 
comet will occur on May 18, when the 
earth will be steeped for-several hears 
in the appendage of Haller’s comet. No

Astronomically, at least, one of the 
liost interesting of comets was that 
discovered in 186 Ly the Austrian offi- 
cer, Bicla. It proved to be a periodic 
comet wheh had visited the earth in 
U2 and 1805. When it reappeared in 
ist all Europe was in a panic, because 
of the fear of a collision. It was not 
until the mathematicians figured out 
that the earth would be millions and 
millions of miles away from tho comet 
or rather from the point’ where it cross 
ed the earth’s orbit at the crucial hour, 
that the popular excitement was allay- 
ed. In 1516 Biela’s comet reappeared on 
time, but. startled the astronomers by 
splitting into two parts. These two 
Bela comets performed their revolutions 
around the sun independently without 
disturbing each other in the least. In 
1832, when the comet revisited the earth 
the two parts had drifted away from 
ewch other and were separated about 
1,000,000 miles. Since then the comet has 
disappeared. Every six and a half years 
the earth crosses the track of that dis- 
tupted body. Meteoric showers then rain 
upon us. In these meteors we see all 
that ix now left of Bicla’s comes. 

How Halley’s comet will compare 
with those enumerated it is difficult to 
state. In 183% the comet had no tail i 
one portion of its orbit, while in 1759 
it had a tail which must have stretched 
wondrously across the sky. It surely 
mus: have been a magnificent object at

SAYS IT WAS POISON 


Dr. A. J. Johnson Testifies Against 
Archibald McLachian: 








Toronto Coroner Insists That Mrs. 
McLachlan Came to Her Death as 
the Result of a Dose of Strychnine 
and That the Body Was Straighten- 
ed Out After Death—Odor of Coal 
Oil on Pillows. 


Whitby, May 13.—More startling 
than anybody anticiratat was the ex- 
pat testimony of Chief Coroner A. J: 

ohnson of Toronto, given in the Me 
Lachlan murder trial last night. 

He would admit of no qualifying 
alternatives as’ to the immediate 
cause of Mrs. McLachlan’s death. It 
was due to strychnine poisoning, and 
nothing else, he said, and when De. 
fence Counsel Henderson confronted 
him with the © affirmations of Drs. 
Shier and McClintock, who made the 
post mortem; that it could have been 
smoke suffocation, he replied stoutly 
“they may not know how to distin- 
guish the postmortem effects peculiar 
to strychnine suffocation from smoke 
suffocation, but I do.” 

He durther emphasized the crown’s 
suspicions as to the peaceful slumber- 
ing appearance of the dead woman 
when found, but stating that thia 
should not be, unless she was placed 
that way’ after expiring, or had been 
held by some one during the patoxy- 
isms preceding death. 

Dr. Johnson's testimony concluded 
the crown’s case. Mr. Henderson de- 
clared he was ready to go on with the 
defence at she resumption of trial at 
9.50 today. Alma Nix, about whom 
@ great deal of interest centered yes- 
terday, will not be called. The crown 
has passed her up and Mr. Henderson 
intimated he would do the same, 

It is not improbable, either, that 
McLachlan will not be put into the 
box. His counsel dropped a hint to 
_this effect after adjournment, intimat.

George Colby, first witness of the 
day, is a carpenter, who, on March 
3 t, began to repair the damage ; 
ddge by the fire. He had found two 
ws upstairs, beside a partition, 
st unpletely burned, the 
ers 0 je other remaining. -An- 
other pillow, partly burned, was in 
another room. One pillow had an 
odor of coal oi!. All were thrown to 
the rubbish heap. To defence coun- 
sel, witness admitted he wouldn't 
swear \ eatbsoed that he had smelled 
1 oil on the pillow. To Mr. Black- 
e said there were no indica- 
tions of fire from the lamp. 
David Colby, brother of George, was 
positive, however, as to the smell of 
oil. F. Dobson, an Uxbridge mer- 
chant, was similarly certain. He had 
seen the pillow three or four days 


later. 

The ht of the fire, McLachlan 
had ‘usked him if his wife’s body had 
been recovered and was told yes, but 
he at once turned to another party 

asked the same question: 

“Was there anything to prevent any 
one getting into the house?” ask 
Mr. Henderson, pursuing a line of 
questioriing to discredit the pillow 
evidence. Witness said the front and 
back doors were nailed up. He could- 
n’t say as to counsel's query if there 
hadyt been an absence of a back 
do@S4or three months after the fire.

He was 
educated at the Halifax School, 
Dalhousie College and — Univer- 
sity, graduating from the last-named 
institution in 1869. Dr. Creed, like his 
distinguished colleague, chose educa- 
tional work as his peekeenion, —_ 
still a mere youth and he ta 
French in Horton Academy and Walt, 
ville Ladies’ Academy while taking 
liis ‘course at the university. After 
graduation he engaged for several 


Nova Scotia, first as headmaster of 
the Sydney Academy and later as 
pee of the Yarmouth Seminar;. 

1872 he removed to New  Bruns- 
wick as English master of the High 
School at Fredericton, and-in 174 
he was appointed professor of mathe 
matics in the Fredericton, Norman 
School with which institution he has 
been actively connected ever since;

ple in accordance with strict business 
principles. Well, the corporation 
could borrow this money, for which 
8 per cent. per annum was allowed to 
the taxpayers, at 5 per cent. from the 
bank. This, then, you will see, was 
incurring a loss to the city of 3 per 
cent. per annum. Bat this was not 
the only loss Involved by this method 
for more money came into the hands 
of the Treasurer than could be ad. 
vantageously used at the time, conse- 
quently the surplus had to be depos- 
ited in the bank at 3 per cent. per 
annum; so on this the corporation 
was losing & per cent. instead of 3 
per cent. If your “Leading Banker,” 
Mr. Editor, did business in this way 
his superiors would very soon give 
him a very broad hint to send in his 
resignation, and if he insisted that 
this method was in accord with up. 
to-date business principles he would 
probably be appointed to fill an easy 
position in some asylum for the in 
sane. But your ‘Leading Banker” 
don’t do business as you say the 
present Council should. No, he just 
reverses this method or. order.- He 
borrows at 3 per cent. and loans at 
6, 7, or perhaps 8 per cent in some 
cases. Well, if i is ptoper for the 
banks to make and save money in 
this way, it should be no ¢rime for 
the city to do similarly.

The Basking Shark. 

The ferocity of sharks is not neces- 
sarily in proportion to their size.

It often attains a length 
of nearly forty feet, but ita teeth are 
small comparatively.! and it probably 
never attacks man, dependi upon 
small fishes and crustacea for its diet.

; 't Has an Irresistible Craving For Salt 

5 _ Water. 

“In, the tropics, where the cocoanut 
ts wanted for planting, the nuts are 
Picked up when they fall from the 
tree where they bate bung for about 
fourteen’ months {n ripening. it ts a 
fact not generally known,” says the 
Bakers’ Weekly, “that a majority of 
the nuts drop at night, which prob- 
ably accounts for the small loss of life 
by cocoanuts falling upon the heads 
of the uatives, 

“The action of the, bears dew at 
aight loosens the seal with which na- 
ture has provided the nut and allows 
it te fall. The nuts wanted for plant- 
ing are elther gathered into beaps or 
placed under sheds, where they are 
allowed to sprout before planting, in 
order that good, bealthy ‘sproot outs® 
tay be selected, thus avoiding the 
possibility of planting ‘Dlind’ nuts 
that would not sprout, in which case 
mach Ume would be lost io. starting 
the ‘cocoanut walks,” as the orchards 
are called. When boles are dug about 
three fect deep and twenty feet apart 
the nut fs carefully placed in the hole 
and covered with about one foot of 
soll. The hole ts Sillled as the sprout 
Grows until It reaches the surface, 
when it fs left to itself, requiring no 
further attention. Should the place 
where the cocoanct fs planted be any 
sreat distance from the seashore a 
quantity of salt is placed In the hole. 
tt will grow {fo luxuriance, bowerer. 
but a short distance from the shore, 
nearness to salt water belog absolute- 
ly essential to its welfare. 

“An interesting story ts told by a 

gentleman who resided for some years 
In the tropics. He planted a cocoanut 
{tree behiud a board fence some dis- 
tavce from the sea. The tree grew 
perfectly straight until {t reached the 
top of the fence, when it began to 
grow toward the ocean, leaning a f: ot 
or more. Then a shed was built quite 
near the fence, but several feet higher, 
and the tree again crew straight until 
the roof of the shed was reached, 
when it again leaned toward the sea, 
forming a very curious and odd jook- 
ing tree. 
, “The irregular growth was wholly 
attributed to the influence of the salt 
air. No magnet is truer to the pole 
than the root of the cocoanut tree to 
the ocean, for when the root breaks 
through Its busk it polnts directly to- 
wand the sea, no matter what the po- 
sition of the nut when placed in the 
ground.” 


PAID IN PELTS. 


When Tennessee Was Known as the 
State of Franklin. 

Probably few people know that the 
original name of the state of Tennesee 
was Franklin or that in 1788 the sal- 
uries of the odicers of the commoa- 
wealth were paid in pelts, but the fol- 
lowing ts a correct copy of the law: 

“Be i enacted by the state of Frank- 
in, nod it is hereby enacted by author 
ity of the same, that from and after the 
Ist day of January, 1783, the salaries 
of this commonwealth be as folléws— 
to wit: 

“His excellency the governor per 
aupum, 100 deerskins. 

“His honor the chief justice, 500 
deerskios, , 

“The secretary to his excellency the 
corernor, GOO raccoon skins, © 

“County clerk, 300 bearer skins. 

“Clerk of the bouse of commons, 200 
faccoon skins. 

“Justice's fee for serving a warrant, 
one minkskin.” 

At that time tho state of Franklin 
extended to the east bank of the Mis- 
sissippl river, and on the west bank 
was that great unknown forest tegion 
of Louisiana. It was then a. te: 
coguita, save_a few canoe tandings 
and Indlan trading posts on the river 
banks, It was known as the district 
of Louisiana and fn 1806 was made the 
territory of Loulsiana. . 

The state of Franklin, which became 
Teineasee In 1700, Was almost as lit- 
‘la known. The now great city of 
Memphis was a frere trading post and 
was. not laid ont as a rillage until 
1820. 

Pelts were as plentiful in those days 
as pennies and much better distribut- 
ed for purposes of currency and bar 
ter.

to Canada was that she was rocked in 
the same cradle with little Paul, who 
was to become her husband in after 
years, and who was of the same ago as 
the infant girl; the parents of the 
two children coming out to this coun- 
try in the same vessel and at the 
same time. The families separated on 
reaching their destination, and the 
children did not see each other again 
for ten years. At the age of eighteen 
the young people were soundly con- 
verted to God, this blessing coming to 
both in the same year, and in the 
same year they both united with the 
Methodist church.

PAID. IN PELTS. 


When Tennessee Was Known as the 
State of Franklin. 

Urobably few people know that the 
original name of the state of Tennesce 
was Franklin or that fo 1788 the sal- 
aries of the officers of the common- 
wealth were paid in pelts, but the fol- 
towing Is a correct copy of the law: 

“Me it enacted by the state of Frank- 
iin, and it is hereby enacted by author- 
ity of the same, that from and after the 
Ist day of January, 1788, the salarics 
of this commonwealth be as follows— 
to wit: 

“His excellency the governor per 
annum, 100 deerskins. 

“His bonor the chief justice. 500 
deerskins, 

“The secretary to his excellency the 
governor, 500 raccoon skins, 

“County clerk, 300 beaver skins. 

“Clerk of the house of commons, 200 
raccoon skins. 

“Justice's fee for servicg a warrant, 
ove minkskin.” 

At that time the state of Franklin 
extended to the east bank of the Mis- 
sizsippt ‘river, and on the west bank 
was that great unknown forest region 
vf Lovisiana, It-was then a terra in 
coguita, save a few canoe landings 
and Indian trading posts on tbe river 
“paoks, It was known as the district 
vf Louisiana and in 1805 was made tbe 
territory of Louisiana. 

The state of Franklin, which became 
Tennessee in 1796, was almost as lit- 
te known. The now great city of 
Memphis tyas a mere trading post and 
was not laid out as a villege until 
TS20,

lished ano 'y 2 most jnterest- 
ing little volume, entitled “The Gold- 
Headed Cane,” written in the form of 
an Sutobiography; in which the cane 
discourses entertalningly of its var- 
ious “masters,” giving graphic. and 
amusing sketches of~the ysicians 
themselves, their high-born patients, 
and the social and medical conditions 
of therr times. 

“The Gold-headed Cane” was first 
published in 1827. A second edition 
was issued in 1893, and a third edi- 
tion nearly sixty years afterwards, in 
1331. Comes of the Iatest edition are 
already difficult to obtain, while the 
earlier editions are extremely rare. 
One of the most valuable possessions 
destroyed in the Hanlan Hotel fire 
in Toronto last August—certainly the 
one most regretted by its owner—was 
a shabby little volume with quaint 
wood cuts of the cane and its mas- 
ters and faded type, a second edition. 
and probably the only one in Can- 
ada. Although the author of the book 
was himself a physician, and a con- 
temporary of last owner of the 
cane, he permits it to relate its ad- 
ventures in a gossipy and discursive 
fashion that is vastly entertaining. 
Radcliffe, the cane's first master, was 
physician to William of Orange, whom 
he treated for dropsy, and to Queen 
Mery, who died of smallpox. He of- 
fended Queen Anne by bluntly telling 
her she had “‘the vapors.” Altogether 
he seems to have treated his royal 
patients rather brusquely. 

The Cane aketches Radcliffe’s per- 
sonal appearance, quotes his caustic 
Speech and gives glimpses of his 
private Hife which form a vivid pic- 
ture of the times and manners of that 
day.

in the autumn of laat year the 
orner of the burnt volume, a To- 
ronta physician, conceived the idea 
of procuring a duplicate of the {am- 
ous cane for winners of Canadian 
medical honors. Mr. P. C. Larkin, 
vice-president of the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Toronto General Hospital, 
at once offered to donate the cane, 
which, it was decided, should be car- 
ried for a year by that member of the 
ex-house staff association of the hos- 
pital who made the most important 
contribution to medical <cience dar- 
ing the preceding year. Application 
was made to the Royal lege of 
Physicians in London for permission 
to obtain an exact replica of the orig- 
inal cane. That august body, after 
much deliberation, sent a courteously- 
worded refusal. It was, however, de- 
cided to carry out the idea, and a 
gold-headed cane, copied from the cut 
in the book which was afterwards 
burned, was ordered in London. This 
reached Toronto during Easter week ! 
and was presented to Dr. Thomas 
Cullen of Baltimore at the annual ban- 
quet of the ex-house surgeons on Eas- 
ter Monday. In the absence of Mr. 
Larkin the presentation was made by 
Mr. J. W. Flavelle, chairman of the 
Board of Trustees. 

Tn artistic workmanship and’ beauty 
the cane is without a peer in Canada. 
A further generosity-on the part of 
tke donor is a permanent gift ofsa 
duplicate silver-headed cane to the 
man who carries the T.G.H. gold-head- 
ed cane for one Fear. To have car- 
tied ‘the cane will mean, first, that 
the physician has been one of that 
sarge group of medical men who have 
been in training and residence at the 
Toronto General Hospital; and, se- 
cond, that he has in after days con- 
tributed something worth while to the 
awientific advancement of his profes- 
ion.

Mr. Hudson, whilst not opposed to 
a Collegiate Institute, spoke strongly 
in favor of building one good. Public 
school at present. We should build 
and equip our Public schoo} first, and 
then turn our attention to higher edu- 
cation.

In answer to an énquiry from Mr.

$18,000 would be necessary to remod- 
el Queen Victoria School into a High 
School building. It would be more 
difficult to remodel that building for 
Public school purposes than for High 
school purposes. The economical side 
of the question was certainly the re- 
modelling of the present Queen Vic 
toria School into a High school. It 
would have to be remodelled for 
Public school purposes if a new High 
school or Collegiate were built. He 
was in favor of remodelling the 
Queen Victoria school into a High 
school and having two Public schools 
built. 

Mr. Mallory suggested that two 
by-laws be submitted, so that the 
ratepayers could say {to the Board 
what to do. His idea was to submit 
a by-law for a Collegiate Institute and 
another by-law to remodel the present

Public schools. By their ballots the 
ratepasera could direct the Board 
what to do.

iOpen Season for 
The House Fly, 





The open season for flies is now on 
and physicians and — bacter‘ologists 


} are sending out passionate pleas to 


housewives all over the civilized 
globe to slay and slay and slay, 
writes Tip in the New Yerk Press. 
The sport in this case is not so much 
the thing; truth to tell, the deliberate 
killing of flies is what the small boy 
once described as “dinky work.” But 
the scientists explain, with all the 
convincing force of geometrical pro- 
gression, that every lone and solitary 
house fiy that is allowed to run wild 


j now will, barring accidents, be re- 


sponsible for more than a million and 
a half of its tribe before the end of 
June. Probably only baldheaded 
men will be able to take these figures 
and the solemn fact that if you wait 
till August to kill a fly you will have 
the blood of only one miserable in- 
sect on your hands, but if you slay 
in April. thus preventing it from 
breeding, you get a tegular Brana 
Tumbo of a bag, which only the most 
absurd modesty need forbid you from 
reckoning potentially in hundreds of 
thousands. 

Considering the infection-carrying 
habits of the familiar pest, the scien- 
tists are anxious that the public at 
large should understand the genesis 


of flies and set about the task of their |: 


suppression through the summer 
months in an intelligent way. 
House flies survive the winter in 
the person of sturdy female individ- 
uals, who hibernate from about Octo- 
ber %o April in the most secluded 
corners they can find. © As soon as 
the warm weather comes they creep 
out and proceed to Jay their eggs, an 
average “‘setting’’ being about 120. 
These eggs take about three weeks to 
develop into a perfect adult insect 
and a simple little sum in arithmetic 
shows that,- giving one ambitious fe- 
male fly a fair start this morning, she 
may hope for a progeny of 1,793,000 
by the morning of June 17. Of course 
the fly in this instance counts on 
every egg in every setting surviving 


: ‘the ‘struggle for existence; but even 


making allowances for accidents it is 
easy to sce xhat trouble the man who 
Spares the fly that hovers over his 
breakfast table this morning is lay- 
ing up for himself wo ‘or three 
months hence. . 

Health experts lay directly on the 
flies the responsibility for the spread 
of diphtheria, consumption and. en- 
teric fevers. How many young child- 
rehjhave died as_a result of drinking 
fly-infected milk is something no one 
can estimate with any approach to ac- 
curacy. A recent experiment has 
shown that a bowl of milk exposed 
to flies for 24 hours contained 700,000 
bacteria per cubic “centimeter, as 
against less than a tenth of. that 
number where the milk yas reason- 
ably protected. Examined under a

The Window Shelé.

{n an exposed position there should be 
& two inch rim around the edge. 

For occasional use a shallow, bor 
nalled to the window in such a way 
that the inside of the bor faces the 
kitchen is useful to put articles of 
food In that will overflow the refriger- 
ator. The top and sides of box keep 
snow, rain and dust from the provi- 
sions, yet a low temperature can be 
maintained.
